Falls, in Montana, up to Fort Vermil- 
ion, on the Peace river, iu 58V2 north, 
latitude, wheat of as good quality.and' 
of as choice quality can be grown as 
that of the famed Red River of th& 
North valley. In so vast an extent of' 
country there are naturally great differ- 
ences of soil and varieties in other con- 
ditions, but the area well adapted for 
wheat production covers millions of 
acres. 


Wheat is the grain upon which In all 


Qges the masters of the world have 
been fed. and nowhere can it be grown, 
iu greater perfection aud at so low a 
cost of production as in the spring 
wheat states of the United State? and 
in western Canada. Of the extent of 
this northwestern wheattield very few^ 
people on this continent have any idea.

When it was* discovered that many of 
the enterprises there had been run at 
a loss by the late W. H. Bradly and 
that now he was gone they would be 
discontinued, there was a disposition 
on the part of the citizens to mourn 
the loss and let the matter end there. 
An effort is now being- made to re- 
organize the business men's associ- 
ation with a view to encourag-mg- 
others to locate there and thus in a 
measure make up for any stagnation 
that may occur thru the discontin- 
uance of the enterprises fostered by 
Mr. Bradly. 


This is certainly the way to go 


about the matter, and tho there may 
be a depression for a number of years 
as the result ot the events mentioned, 
still there is no reason to become dis- 
couraged. Tomahawk is in no worse 
a condition than many another Wis- 
consin town that has been left help- 
less by the pulling- out of one of its 
principal industries, and in spite of 
this fact most of them have survived 
the shock. 


There is hardly a town in northern 


Wisconsin that did not at some time 
depend almost entirely on the lumber- 
ing- industry to support it, and there 
is hardly a town of any age that has 
not; passed thru the blighting in- 
fluence of having the lumbering oper- 
ations stopped, still they have all 
managed to pull thru for a few years 
until some other industry sprung up 
to take the place of the one that many 
had considered to be endless in its ex- 
istence. 


The condition of Tomahawk onlv 


illustrates how bad it is for aatown to 
have an institution that does not pay, 
and shows how every citizen should 
do his utmost to assist his neighbor in 
making a success of his efforts, so 
long as his energies are directed along 
the lines of legitimate business. A 
business that is kept in existence at 
a loss is a detriment to a town in the 
long run, as the reaction that must 
inevitably follow is much more ap- 
parent than 
benefits that were de- 


rived while the concern was in opera- 
tion.

A VISIT TO AH ARMY 


[Original.] 


When the Franco-Prussian war broke 


out, I was studying at a German uni- 
versity, or, rather, I had finished my 
course and was making 
pedestrian 


tours over the continent of Europe. 
One morning after the battle of Grav- 
elotte I walked into the German lines, 
hoping to find among the officers some 
of rny former fellow students, but if 
any of them were there I did not meet 
them. I was taken to Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Schiff, who was what in the United 
States army we call the provost mar- 
shal, to whom I presented my creden- 
tials. I was traveling on an old pass- 
port that had not been vised (indorsed 
by the proper authority) for some time: 
but, being an American, with no inter- 
est whatever in the contest then waging 
between France and Germany, I did 
not consider it necessary to be very 
careful. 


Colonel Schiff took my passport, as- 


suring me that an examination was a 
mere mutter of form, though aii imper- 
ative duty with him. An officer in his 
company at the time scanned my face, 
looked my ligure over from head to foot, 
then said something to Colonel Schiff 
in a language (not German) that I did 
not understand.

After the officer left 
us the colonel invited me to be his guest 
during my stay in the camp.

wish to see something of the army. I

you accompany me." 


I assured him that I should be very 


thankful for the opportunity, and after 
furnishing me with a horse, accompa- 
nied by a small escort, we sallied forth. 
The colonel had his duties to perform 
and often left us to visit different head- 
quarters, paying no attention to me ex- 
cept when disengaged, but I noticed a 
young officer of the party continually 
watching me. If I got out my glass to 
view a distant object, he craned, his 
neck to see what I was looking at; if I 
took especial interest in a redoubt, he 
seemed equally interested in the fact; 
if I asked, for information, he spurred 
his horse close enough to me to hear all 
that was said. 


When we returned, from the tour. I 


was dined bv the colonel a.n£i wlien I 
retired was given a tent with, an army 
cot in it in which to sleep. I was awak- 
ened in the night by the guard chang- 
ing sentries, and after the relief had 
passed away, hearing some one walk- 
ing back and forth, I arose and looked 
out. There was a sentry pacing before 
my tent.

found every casualty again.

CURIOUS flOCKS IN SCOTLAND. 


Basaltic Pillars That Have Resenv 


blance to Women. 


In the parish of Duirinsh, Islo of 


Skye, Scotland, there are three curi- 
ous basaltic pillars a few hundred 
yards west of Idrigill Point. They 
are pyramidical masses of rock simi- 
lar to the stacks on the coasts of 
Shetland and Wick. These basaltic 
pillars rise vertically from the sea. 
The largest of the three attains a 
height of 200 feet. The other two are 
about 100 feet high. The two letter 
are perforated and occur respectively, 
one in Loch Bracadale and the other 
near Loch Eynort. They are called 
"Maidens" because at a distance they 
are very like gigantic women dressed 
in olcaks and hoods. Sir Walter Scott 
refers to them, and compares them to 
Norwegian riders of the storm. 
The 


country people call them "the mother 
and her two daughters." They mi^hl 
be described as three spires of rock 
rising sheer out of the s< 
aa, having 


the appearance of women, whoso loot 
are ever washed by the foamy waters 
of the briny deep.

There are still a few aged Hungarian 


herdsmen who know and use tho ru.no 
alphabet In almost the same form as 
it was used two centuries ago. The 
sculptor himself says that he has 
come across an old peasant in the 
Temescher Komitat, Michael Tax, who 
still keeps his accounts in this an- 
tique style upon pieces of wood.
